Before Judge Van Dyke an amended 
complaint in the case of Sarah W. Dur- 
que, who desires that the marital bonds 
existing between herself and José Ga- 
briel Durque, be severed, was filed.

The defendant, José Gabriel Durque, 
is of mixed Spanish and Italian de- 
scent.

During all of this time he has not re- 
sided with his wife, to whom he was 
lawfully married on the 3d of Septem- 
ber, 1868, in the city of Philadelphia. 

While at Panama Durque has been 
in the banking business, the proprietor 
of a general merchandise store and 
conducted a lottery anda large farm. 

The plaintiff was present in the 
court room yesterday afternoon. She is 
a lady of rather prepossessing appear- 
ance, has pretty auburn hair and is ap 
parentiy an intelligent woman.

he has $300,000 in a New York bank, he 
asserts that there is nothingin it. "AS 
for the lottery franchise which his 
wife claims hehas from the govern- 
ment of the United States of Colombia 
he stated it was untrue. To 
rebut this the plaintiff has a 
certificate taken from the records of 
the Colombian government going to 
show that a lottery franchise was 
granted the defendant. He admitted 
that in the years of 1887 and 1888 he 
did make large sums of money. which 
he invested in property on the Isthmus 
of Panama; that since work on the 
Suez Canal has entirely shut down, 
the value of this property has largely 
depreciated and that today, speaking 
in a marketable sense, it is worthless; 
‘he claimed that never at any time had 
he denied the legitimacy of his child- 
ren; he admitted a dislike for his wife, 
but claims that it is mutual, He set 
up that three years after he went to 
Panama, or ten years ago, he asked 
his wife to come there and live with 
him; that she refused and that since 
er has been a grad ual estrange- 
ment.

An Interesting Interview With coun- 
@llman. Bonsall on the Sub-

Councilman Bonsalt of the Third 
Ward. who, as chairman of the Boord 
of Public Works, has taken a deep in- 
terest in street improvement, has also 
devoted considerable time to studying 


up on country roads. Several days ago 


Mr. Bonsall gave his views at length 
on street paving, and meeting a repor- 
ter yesterday was asked his opinion

7. 
“Good roadways between cities or 
towns,” replied Mr. Bonsall, are just 
as neccessary as good streets within 
the city. While our roads in Los An- 
geles county are fairly good (though 
dusty,) in the summer time, they are 
simply abominable during other por- 
tions of the year. Our people should 
turn their attention to this subject at 
once, for there is no better investment 
to be made than in good roads between 
towns. The California road laws are 
very faulty and should be changed as 
son as practicable. Even in those of 
the Eastern States, where compara- 
tively good pikes or macadamized 
roads are seen, the greatest interest is 
being manifested in the matter. Ino 
nearly every State in the Union a dis- 
cussion of the subject has been 
zoing on for the past year or 
ao. It is a recognized fact 
that bad roads increase the cost of 


transportation to farmers and others, 


and it is engaging the attention of 
xOvernors of States, as can be seen by 


eir messages, and also the time of 


tate legislatures and road congresses 
all over the country. The perfection 
of the American railway system is re- 
ferred to with pride by all our country- 
men, but we take a back seat when it 
comes to county roads. If proper at- 
tention and energy were given to this 
subject, it would got be many years 
before we could point with pride to 
our public highways, and to our pock- 
etbooks to attest the fact that we had 
e a good investment. 
At Kansas City they are about to 
raise $1,500,000 so as to macadamize

Many readers of THe Tus are 
probably familiar with the details of a 
serious street collision which occurred

But 
this was not all; the poor afflicted wife, 
taken with a fit when all were asleep, 
overturned the burning lamp, and the 

usband awakened only in time to save 
the lives of his family; all his house- 
hold effects being destroyed. The 
family are now living in a cabin rear 
the site of their former home, and are 
entirely destitute.

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DROWNING NARROWLY ESCAPED 


The Boat Saved by a Lucky Beach— 
Notes and Comment—Per- 
sonals and Brev- 
ities. 


Rev. Dr. E. L. Conger yesterday told 


his famous iceberg encounter up in the 
Alaskan Straits, which came near sink- 


were passengers: 


“After leaving Nanaimo,” said Dr. 


Conger, where the ship coaled, we 


steamed away for four and a halt days ; 


without making alanding. The course 
followed lay between the multitude of 
islands, big and little, for which this 
region is famous. The water was 
smooth and the trip of rare novelty 
and indescribable beauty. 
We left Juneau at night. If the 
morning dawned fair we were to go 
through the icy straights andup to 
the glaciers; if cloudy then our course 
lay northward to Chilcat. When I 
awoke the day was just dawning and 
not asign of fog or rain was visible. 
The sunrise was without doubt the 
most beautiful sight I bave ever wit- 
3 We were in the midst of the 
straights, very properly so called. 
Huge icebergs drifted on all sides, and 
in the distance loomed up splendid 
mountain peaks covered with perpet- 
ual snow. 

„About 8 o’clock, while we were at 
breakfast, we noticed that the engines 
were suddenly stopped and reversed. 
Before the vessel’s speed had percepti- 
bly slackened there was a tremendous 
crash that struck terror to the hearts of 
the bravest of us. A towering iceberg 
bad come in contact with the bow of 
our ship, the George W. Elder, and 
pierced a hole We her iron bow as 
easily as if it had been paper. The 


water flowed in in torrents. Inside of IT 


20 minutes it was 12 feet deep in the 
hold. The pumps were of little avail, 
and so we steamed towards the rock- 
lined beach. The life boats were 
placed in instant readiness, and we lost 
sight of the dangerof sinking in view 
of the greater peril that confronted us 
in the way of treacherous rocks which 
we were liable to strike at any mo- 
ment, in which event we would have 
been sent post-haste to the bottom. 
We skirted the shore for some distance 


and finally had the good fortune to 
beach safely in Bartlett’s Cove. 

But it was a very narrow escape. 
There we remained for two days un- 
til the damage had been repaired and 
the vessel made seaworthy. Happily so 
a small steam tug was at Bartlett's 
Cove and on it those of us who dared 
risk the trip, went northward, spend- 
ing a day among the wonderful glaciers. 
Thence we went to Sitka, and then

A Delicate Device. 


Commander Defforges has made a long 
series of observations on the pendulum in 
the hope of more accurately determining 
In a paper to the 
Royal Astronomical society he referred to 
the importance of the work as affecting 
the units used for all astronomical meas- 
urements, and mentioned that great differ- 
ences exist in the pendulum determina- 
tions of the force of gravity thus far made. 

One of the chief causes of these differences 
he believes to be vibrations of the support 
from which the pendulum is hung. In 
order to determine the small motions of 
the support he had a lens attached to it, 
and another to a fixed object at its side.

Swimming Devices, 
A Spaniard has patented 25 en 
to the manufact ue of gloves hav- 
ing webs between the ugers like chose on 
the feet of water fowl, so that on spreading 
out the fingers during the propelling stroke 
in swimming a eomparatively large sur- 
face will be presented to the Water, and 
consequently the propelling action will be 
greatly increased. Apparatus hegetofore 
devised as aids to swimming have in most 
cases been of a cumbrous, heavy Character, 
fatiguing to use, and very subſeet to be- 
come defective. The inventor claims that 
his apparatus is exceedingly simple, be- 
sides being portable and reliable and easy 
to use, affording a firm and surs hold on
